British Newspaper Sees Peril 
of Armed Intervention 


By England. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—(UP)—Threat 
of war as a result of the controversy 
between Great Britain and Persia 
over the Anglo-Persian oil concessiou 
was being widely discussed in Lon- 
don today as the nation entered a 
fateful week. in diplomatic relations.
